With comparatively little trouble, the 
useful and attractive coffee-table pic- 
tured here, complete, can be yours or 
anybody elses if you're willing to take 
the time to build it yourself... if you're 
willing to get a few callouses on your 
hands... if you're willing co get a little 
sawdust in your hair... if you're will- 
ing to lose a couple of fingers. 

There's no trick to building a coffee 
table, complete, like this. All you need 
is a few fundamental tools, some odds 
and ends from the hardware store, a 
good right arm, the will to work, and 
mainly, coffee. Check on the coffee 
first since if nobody in your house 
drinks coffee, there's no sense building 
this coffee cable. 

Now ...the initial step in building 
this coffee table, then, is to arrange 
for time w build this thing. If you 
can't find time during the evenings or 
the weekends... quit work. A week or 
two will do it. Remember... you'll be 
saving moncy by building this table. 
If you can’t leave your job you might 
hire a contractor to come in and build 
the coffee table. Don’t be afraid to go 
out and get this thing done. 

However you decide, on the follow- 
ing pages are twelve basic steps to fol- 
low to build this coffee table, complete. 
So roll up your sleeves, get out your 
nails, your hammers, and your band 
aides... and go watch television.

1. Lumber. Select your lumber with a careful eye for 
imperfections such as checks, bows and knots. If you can't 
get well seasoned, finishing grade basswood, mahogany or 
teak at your lumber yard, you will find that cheese-boxes 
and orange-crate ends wil] do very nicely as a substinate. 


3. More Sandpapering. You can't do enough sanding. 
You are up to very fine grit of 5/0... go to finer grit of 6/0 
...then ro grit 6/0.5 and on to grit 6/0.05 and on to 
6/0,005, Then comes very teenchy-weenchy grit, 6/0.6x, and 
after sanding with thar, use teenchyest grit, 6/0/00,

2. Sandpapering. The succes$ or failure of a piece very 
often depends on the sanding, In order to work gradually up 
to the smoothest finish, start with grit size No. 1/0 and 
work up to grit size No. 2/0, Then go to next finer grit 
size No. 3/0 and thence to an even finer grit size of 4/0 


4. Nailing. Now, back to our tools... (remember, ail 
you need to build this coffee table, complete, are simple 
basic rools usually found in the average home) We assemble 
the main-brace cantilever carefully with our finishing 
nails and hammer. (a rock can be substituted for hammer) 


5. Fastening. When the main-brace cantilever is assembled, 
we then bore 14” countersunk dowel pockets in each corner 
with our automatic drill. (surprisingly, an automatic drill 
is really a simple basic tool that should be in every average 
home) When dowel pocket is mortised properly ...tcnon. 
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6. Trim. Now take up the lumber for the table cop and set 
it on your circular-saw power-tool top. (a must for every 
average home...1I mean, let’s face it! If you want to do 
things right, you can’t be a cheap skate) Set miter gauge 
and selece dado head to make self-aligning ogival rabber. 
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7. Final Assembly. Your most important step is to then 
stamp the cable-rcop support out of 14” steel sheet on your 
sheet-métal press. This done, fir toggle-bolts to burt- 
hinges bevelled to corrugated fasteners, Clinch core with 
trunnions and hoist the mizzenmast to the starboard tack. 


9. More Sandpapering. Keep sanding! Get right back 
there and keep on sanding! There's never enough sanding! 
Stay in there and keep sanding. Don't stop sanding! 


11. Finishing. And now, to give final touches to finish 
the coffee table, complete, pictured on page 35, we varnish, 
steel wool, and pumice all surfaces... bury a caladium bulb 
in soil, which we can make by decaying leaves for no less 
than a year and fashion a clay pot while bulb takes roor. 


8. Sandpapering. When the toggle-bolts are fitted, the 
job is completed. Back to sanding. Start with the last fine 
grit size you used and work back down, to coarsest grit 
size, No. 1/0. You can never do enough sanding. Success or 
failure depends on sanding. Don’t forget, plenty of sanding!

A few years ago I met a Young Man who was so shy that 
whenever he had a business meeting with an Important Bank 
President or a date with a glamorous Movie Star he would 
be unable to think of anything to say and would sit nervously 
twisting buttons off his clothing (or theirs) and chipping 
pieces from the furniture with a small hatchet which he 
carried about for that purpose. 

This Young Man did not make a Good Impression! 

1 invited him co my office, made sure that he was standing 
a safe distance from my mahogany desk, and had a ‘Talk with 
him. I convinced this Young Man thar he should apply my 
“Five Rules for Building a Positive Personality.” Today that 
Young Man is successfully holding down an important job as 
a free-lance Uranium Prospector. 

You can do the same by following the "Five Rules"—five 
logical, common sense suggestions that will work Personality 
Magic. Here they are. 


RULE 1. Eliminate all signs of self doubt. 


Rule 1 is the Basic Rule. Once you have mastered ic the 
others will come easy. And you cam master it by applying 
POSITIVISTIC PSYCHOLOGY. Start now by saying to 
yourself (no matter how ridiculous it may seem ar first): “I 
am just as good as the next fellow. 1 am just as good as the

This will help you acquire the art of POSITIVE CON- 
VERSATION and enable you to talk interminably about 
what YOU did today, what YOU had for lunch, how YOUR 
car runs, etc. etc. Remember you cannot convince yourself 
that you're Important unless you convince other people first. 

If, in the beginning, you have trouble finding anyone who 
will listen to you, frequent public conveyances such as busses 
and elevators which afford less chance of escape. 


RULE 2. Radiate energy and vitality. 


‘No one responds to a negative idea. Always think and 
ACT positively. When you enter a room—move fast. Slap 
people on the back unexpectedly. Pummell them with your 
elbows, grip their lapels, poke them forcefully with your 
forefinger to emphasize points. If you have no point to em- 
phasize poke them anyway.

sense of power and authority, Especially if you punctuate 
your monologue with Dynamic expressions such as: “Get #7” 
"Don't interrupt!", “Pay attention!” and “Paste that in your 
hat and smoke it!” 

Practice this method of Positive speaking constancy. Ic 
will develop your self assurance, your vocabulary and your 
sense of balance. It may also ger you elected to the Srare 
Legislature. 


RULE 4. Convince yourself that you are irresistible to the 
Opposite Sex. 


Considering the way you probably look, this will take some

I don't know about anybody else, but everytime I leaf 
through a movie magazine, its all I can do to keep from 
flailing my head against our used-brick fireplace in an effort 
to brainwash myself, 

Why anyone would find delight in reading what “Tab 
Hunter's Favorite Vegetable Is,” or “How June Allyson 
Finally Found Herself,” or what “Sonny Tufts Wears To 
Bed,” will remain one of the world’s great unsolved mysteries 
to me. I couldn't care less. Still I am drawn like a ship to a 
rock full of sirens by these tales of trivia. 

My first impulse upon reading something called “What it 
would be like to be Mrs, Rory Calhoun” was one of sheer 
panic. I was torn berween hurling myself into a tub full of 
luke warm Yami Yogurt, or shaving my head and becoming 
a Trappist Monk.

Her youngest son (2 year old “Mikie”) must be mighty 
durn proud to have such an every-day plain-old fashioned 
mother. 

"Thank goodness he's such a gaud little boy and hasn't 
needed a spanking. His most serious pranks are pulling out 
light plugs and dialing phone numbers. The amazing thing 
ts he often gets areal number and carries on a conversation!” 

Her life is not without it's bitter disappointments: 

“According to Michael, one of the nicest gifts Liz ever 
received, was an extra large TV. set far the bedroom. Un- 
fortunately, when they moved into their new home, her big

(3) The Army offers you companionship. No more cating 
supper all alone, No more lonely bathing. Or toothbrushing. 
Or anything. 

(4) The Army relieves you of worry. You will find many 
non-commissioned officers who will be happy to assume your 
responsibilities. The most helpful of these will be Sergeants. 
You will find five basic types of Helpful Sergeants in the 
Army, Illustrated in Fig. 1. are these five types for future 
reference. 

So much for Advantages. Now for the Problems. Of course 
there is no “sure way” you can gwarantee yourself against 
rejection, but if you prepare yourself beforehand (by reading 
this excellent article) you'll increase your chances 400%.

My team, gathered with me for final preparations in the 
cocktail lounge ac the Chaler Neva-Care, were a splendid 
group. First was Perer Wheaten (“Pete”), a Social Director 
with ycars of experience on nearby summits, in dells and 
hollows, behind the basketball court, and in the annex to 
the main house. 

Then there was Larry Memerson, my publisher, a veteran 
of the Lower Foothills, mountaineer by avocation, and the 
first man to cross Lake Pinetop in an inner tube. 

The final member of our team was merry Will Yaeger, 
editor of Faourteen—a Magazine for Men. I found Will 
Yaeger at nearby Buena Vista where he had only recently 
led a team to the conquest of Viewtop. 

Thar night, as we checked our equipment and reviewed 
the final plans, our talk drifted to the great Daniel Mack- 
intosh who years before had led a group up Tillie’s Lookout. 
Nothing was ever heard again of the members of that 
expedition, although every mountaineer cherishes rhe legend 
that they fought their way to Buena Vista where they wait 
on table. As we spoke, I bowed my head. Only now did the 
full weight of my responsibility fall suddenly upon me. How 
many of these splendid men would I lose on Tillie’s Look- 
our? Their lives were in my hands, I would have to prove 
worthy of them. 


ll. RECONNAISSANCE 


We departed Monday, August 25th, in the Chalet’s station 
wagon, The entire expedition was a race against the com- 
ing of the Drizzle with its accompanying horrors. None of 
us could forger Hensel whose party was trapped by the 
Drizzle in '42 after coming within sixteen feet of the sum- 
mit. The entire party was wet to the skin! These reflections 
spurred us on, od Ue 11:30 am. the last piece of equip- 
ment—the tinned beer taken along for its high nutritive 
value—was placed in the station wagon. We were ready! 
But it was so near lunch we decided to wait till two o'clock. 

When the station wagon, with Peter Wheaten at the 
wheel, began rolling, the entire personnel of Chaler Neva- 
Care had gathered to wave us off. A quarter of a mile from 
the Chalet we caught our first glimpse of lordly Tillie’s 
Lookour, its 978-foot summit standing sentinel-like among 
the other hummocks. The first glimpse was terrifying, I 
checked immediately with my map. My original plan had 
been ro approach from the east, coming up an angled area 
of smedge, and fighting our way across an extensive nastiff. 
Once past the mastiff, however, the map showed an area of 
plessiff where the team could enhand despite the constant 
danger of enfootment. On the descent I had planned to do 
a rumpage over the rmedge, skirting our way past a treach-

I ordered, “In the morning, you, Larry, and you, Pere, will 
advance toward the east approach while I will go with Will 
to reconnoitre the west approach. We will meet here at 
11:45. Ar 12:45 we will decamp and establish Camp Two.” 

They nodded their agreement. All of us were tense. We 
felc the nearness of the assault. 


lll. THE ROUTE 


In the morning Will and I set off to scout the western 
glouache, waving a farewell to Larry and Pete as they set 
off to rest the eastern glonache. 

The first few hundred yards of the western glouache were 
easy. After skirting a front lawn, we enfiladed a cow pas- 
ture, skirting the bull, and then came head up upon a fence. 
1 looked at the terrain. To the east 1 caught sight of what 
loaked like a breach in the fence. Then I looked at my 
watch. Precious time was slipping by. “Will,” I said, "we'll 
have to climb it.”

Climbing a vertical fence is a difficulr job at best, but to 
men burdened with equipment, and threatened psycholog- 
ically and physically by the coming of the Drizzle, such a 
climb can be an ordeal. 1 led off, getting a foothold on a 
crossbeam and then hoisting myself to the top bar. Below 
me Will was sweating and cursing in his anger, "Coming 
up,” he shouted grimly. I leaned over to enhand him. For 
one brief second | fele his hand slip. Will braced himself 
and secured a new grip. The enhandment was a success! 

We paused a moment to look about us. Now we had a 
new eimgesmerzen of Tillie’s Lookout—the west eingesmer- 
zen. Both of us gazed silently as the enormity of the task 
we had set ourselves almost shattered our courage. The west 
slope of Tillic's Lookout was as ominous as the cast! Straight 
ahead lay a severe fluffé of no more than two feet. Beyond ir, 
as though to give us confidence, stretched a splendid plesséff 
which gave way, as the slope bent slightly upward, to a 
severe smedge where the danger of enfootment would be 
critical. Beyond that was a circular nastiff. And then—the 
summit!

Our joy increased that night 
whea the postman brought us our long-awaited mail. The 
four Of us broke up into four little groups, each eagerly 
reading whatever messages had come through from ad 
Care.

IV. GREAT DECISIONS 
In the morning | distributed an order to all men of the 


expedition: 
To All Men of the Expedition: 

We now begin the assault on Tillic’s Lookout! Speed is 
vital if we are to conquer the peak before the onset of the 
Drizzle. Members of the expedition will be prepared to 
leave at the crack of noon. 

We will divide into two tcams. Larry Memerson and my- 
self will leave first and bring supplies to Camp Two. Peter 
Wheaten and Will Yaeger will follow and establish Camp 
Three. We will consult in Camp Two concerning the final 
assault. 

Victory will be ours!

By noon Larry and I were ready, and with a gay wave 
to the others we set off for the western glouache of Tillie's 
Lookour. Ar first the land was fairly flat, buc as we pushed 
on we felt ourselves struggling against a vicious slope: After 
forging ahead, we were distinctly short of breath, indicating 
that we had achieved more altitude than latirude, as sus- 


pected.

1 called a hale at 1:23 p.m. Larry was for pushing on, but 
since we were then in the vicinity of a ranch-type farm- 
house, on one level, with twelve rooms, glass empaneled 
terrace, and two-car garage, I decided that we would call 
this Camp Two, This meant the loss of precious time, but 
I had no right to risk the lives of my men. 

Larry and I lay down for a few hours of exhausted sleep. 
We were awakened by Yaeger and Wheaten who had ar- 
rived and were already preparing to push on to Camp Three. 
Good lads, both, whose vitaliry and constant humor were 
always a source of pleasure to the expedition! 

After they left, Larry and I, conscious of the need to con- 
serve our strength, went back to bed. Ar seven we awoke, 
and I issued an order which I distributed to Larry: 


Memerson: 

Hackney and Memerson (Camp Two) will stay the night 
in Camp Two and push on co Camp Three in che late mora- 
ing or early afternoon.

At 12:37 p.m. the next day Larry and I fought our way to 
Camp Three, which Pete and Will had established at the 
very foot of Tillie’s Lookout, just under the shadow of the 
smedge and near a sinister fluffé. There we had a brief 
meeting. 

Young, irrepressible Pete was for pressing on. He was 
joined in this by the usually conservative Larry. Will and I 
had our doubts, however, Ic was already 1:56 p.m. and even 
discounting the inevitable difficulties, we could not hope 
to achieve the summit before 2:16 p.m. Then, if we en- 
handed down despite the danger of enfootment, we could 
not hope to reach Camp Two before 4:03. But to spend che 
night in Camp Two, situated as it was, would be Asay 
foolhardy with the threat of the Drizzle ever closer. We 
would have to return, practically without a nap, to Camp 
One. 

As the leader I made the decision. We would spend the 
night in the little Chateau Merriweather which served as 
Camp Three. 

Late the next morning we set off for the final stage of 
our assault. For sixteen yards our progress was uneventful.

I understand thar nowhere in this copy of MAD is there 
a report on how the second issue did. I don’t know for sure 
because no one has offered co let me check over the proof 
sheets. In fact, Mr. Kurtzman not only didn’t offer, but he 
refused outright to even ler me in the editorial office. Several 
times. I can’t understand this rather churlish atticude, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that I went out of my way to give 
him a good deal of free advice on the first two issues. I not 
only pointed our innumerable errors in the text and original 
drawings, but cook the trouble to correct them with a large 
blue pencil which I carry about for that purpose. 

Oh well, my experience in the Show Business has taught 
me to be tolerant of Eccentrics. 

Anyway, the lasc issue of MAD was a very large success, 
judged from the standpoint of both sales and public reaction. 
The reaction to MAT in the trade can he deduced from the 
fact that several inanc and desperately dismal Imitations have 
already hit the news stands (and bounced back with a limp 
thud ). 

Various reasons have been advanced for MAD'S huge sales 
so far. The publisher, William Gaines says that sun spots are 
responsible. 

I attribute it co the high intelligence of the reading public 
(remember I had an article in each issue). 

Bernie Shir-Cliff says it is because this is “precisely the 
right psychological time for a satirical magazine, as we have 
reached a critical point on the exponential curve of our cul- 
tural advance from agrarianism.” (Bernie is a college man). 

Other reasons advanced include (1) MAD'S liberal po- 
licical viewpoint, (2) MAD’S reactionary political viewpoint, 
and (3) The fact thar MAD'S cheap paper makes excellent 
Kleenex when varnished and kalsomined. 

The only thing that MAD'S success hasn't been attributed 
to is the 80 hours a week that Harvey Kurtzman spends 
singlehandedly writing and laying out the thing (with ad- 
vice, of course, from me on the previous issues). 

However—enough of this intramural gossip. In line with 
my policy of keeping you informed, I've decided to do a piece 
this month presenting the true facts abouc today’s Criminal 
Investigating Game. 

Many people have an erronious impression of Detectives 
and Investigators gained from lurid story-book characters 
such as Dick Tracy, Sam Spade, Senator Kefauver and Tallu- 
lah Bankhead. In reality, crime detection is a plodding, un- 
romantic business which depends upon footwork and patience 
rather than upon derringdo and bravado. 

Several years ago I became interested in criminology (it

was in 1951 right after somebody stole my good, green flannel 
shire and a pair of sneakers our of the back of my car—and I 
took the time to study at first hand che scientific methods used 
by the Clay County (West Virginia) Bureau of Investigation. 

Originally the C.C.B.1. was merely an adjunct to the Sher- 
iff's Office consisting of two men, Elron Parsons,—the Sher- 
iff's brother-in-law—and my Uncle Frank, who had a wide 
knowledge of criminal activities in and around Charleston 
gained from first hand experience. ‘This was in 1949. 

Bur today, only six ycars later, the C.C.B.I. has two offices, 
its own scientific lavatory* and a technical expert (myself, 
although I am listed on the payroll in the ex-officio capacity 
of nephew). Elton Parsons and Uncle Frank have also built 
up a record of 24 arrests and 9 convictions. In spite of the fact 
that 11 of the arrests and 6 of the convictions involved Uncle 
Frank, I still consider this record imposing. 

Using excerpts from the secret files of the C.C.B.L, I should 
like to show you how this organization built it's reputation on 
the solid rock of performance. 

THE SISSONVILLE FIEND CASE (File No. 488-C) 

The Sissonville Case began one Monday morning about 
ten A.M, Uncle Frank had just come into the office and was 
fixing some coffee on the hotplate when the telephone rang. 
A thin, falsetco voice informed him that a man was lying 
behind the coal-shed of Clendenin’s Boarding House in 
nearby Sissonville.

Then he went next door and 
borrowed a dictionary from old Mrs. Waller and looked up 
the word “decapitated.” 

Then he began laying plans for the Investigation which 
would eventually crack the Sissonville Case wide open. 

The following Thursday Uncle Frank arrived at Clenden- 
in’s Boarding House and, cleverly timing his entrance to 
coincide with lunch, he strode into the dining-room and 
fixing the Boarders with a steely glance, he said quietly, 
“Who done it?” 

No one answered. Uncle Frank realized that he had 
reached an impasse. He then began the Second Phase of the 
error in the architec’ plans. But Uncle Frank ‘Saye that by and lage Mt tarned 


out better this way.

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Investigation. He telephoned Elton Parsons back at the office 
and got him to look up “impasse” in the Dictionary which, 
always planning ahead, Uncle Frank had not returned. 

He was writing down the definition in his notebook (a 
handy natehook is a “must” for every C.C.B.1. Operative) 
when Mrs. Clendenin’s ten year old son, Jerome, came into 
the hall and began telephoning numbers at random. When- 
ever he got anyone he would inform them that a man 
was lying in back of his Mother's coal-shed. Then he would 
add that the man had been decapitated, and hang up and 
roll orf the floor laughing hysterically. Uncle Frank made 
notes of Jerome's actions and entered the ‘Third Phase of 
his Investigation. He went out and looked behind the coal- 
shed.

There was nothing there. So Uncle Frank went back into 
the house, carefully stepped on Jerome's Electric Train and 
took the rest of the afcernoon off. 

It's easy to see why the Sissonville case is thought of in 
Detecting Circles as a Model of Scientific Criminology. Al- 
though ir presented a simple problem, the Method used: (1) 
Psychological sour de force, followed by (2) Inductive Rea- 
soning, and (3) Direct Action and Retribution, Jeaving no 
loose ends, no unexplored possibilities, and no electric train, 
can be applied successfully to the most complicated assign 
ments. 


THE CAPTURE 
The C.C.B.I. Staff are basically Investigators and leave the

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more spectacular aspects of the actual capture of criminals 
to Other Deparunents. However, their motto is “Be Pre- 
pared!" (This wasn't originally their motto but once when 
they arrested a Boy Scour and an elderly lady for jay-walking, 
Uncle Frank confiscated the Boy Scout's T-shirt which had 
this phrase stenciled on it and it seemed so apt thac he and 
Elton adopted it.then and there). 

And in line with this motto, Uncle Frank has worked out 
a brilliant method of surrounding and guaranteeing the 
capture of any criminal whose whereabouts is known. 

To illustrate—ler us take a hypothetical situation. (See 
Diagram Fig. 1.) We will assume that a Criminal is known 
to be hiding out in an apartment at (D) with a front en- 
trance on Quarrier St. and a side entrance at (F) opening 
onto a Gasoline Station. Elsewhere in the Diagram we see 
a Candy Store (AJ, the Lewis and Hubbard Wholesale Gro- 
cery Co. (B), a row of houses on Broad Street (G-1) and 
(G-2), and Polan's 5 & 10c Store (H). 

Now for the actual carrying out of the Capture. When 
Zero Hour is reached, Squad cars from the Sheriff's Office 
begin to converge scientifically toward the corner of So. 
Kanawha; Car No. 5 races north on So. Kanawha. Cars Nos. 
2 and 3 both rush east on Quarrier, and Car No. 4 speeds 
west on Quarrier. 

The criminal then will be surprised into running out onto 
the street when he hears the tremendous crash at (C). He 
will stand at point (E) to observe the wounded being placed 
i Ambulance, which has been strategically located at 
(K). 

At this moment Elton Parsons, who has been waiting on 
the roof of the Candy Store (A) drops a rock on the crimi- 
nal’s head (BOP). 

This is the Master Plan bur no eventualities have been 
overlooked. In case the criminal becomes suspicious (be- 
cause of perhaps being captured in this way previously) he 
will attempt to fool the C.C.B.I. and escape through the 
side entrance (F) and will follow path (L) running full 
speed across the street and through the Vacant Lor (M). 
Once again he will find himself out-smarted. Because there 
is no Vacant Lot at (M). Locating it there on the Diagram 
is merely another clever strategem. Actually there is a large 
stone Bank Building ar (M) and the criminal in following 
path (L) will rush head on into the building and will knock 
himself unconscious. 

The lone Criminal has no chance when he is faced with 
scientific planning and Organization. 


OBTAINING INFORMATION (THIRD DECREE) 

Uncle Frank and Elton Parsons make it a rule never under 
any circumstances to maltreat or use physical violence on 
their prisoners unless it's necessary. When they want to 
obtain confession or information from a recalcitrant prisoner, 
they rely on psychological methods. 

Last spring they arrested a notorious Clay County Trouble- 
maker, Rachel, "Hoghead” Skinner on the charge of drunk- 
edness and suspicion of stealing a green flannel shirt and 
a pair of sncakers from my car. She professed no knowledge 
of the shirt and sneakers and refused ro divulge the location 
of her husband's Still. So Uncle Frank determined to make 
her talk by using psychology. He decided to make Rachel 
think she was getting the DT's so she would become fright- 
ened and confess. 

That night he put a quart of gin into her stew to make 
her sleepy and then later he slipped into her cell and laced 
her shoes up on her hands. Then he rook her gloves and 
put the gloves on Rachel's feet. Then he rang a bell and 
woke her up. 

Ar first Rachel didn’t pay any attention to the gloves 
on her feet—she noticed them burt thought that they were 
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her hands. But then she got an itch and started to scratch 
herself behind the lefc ear. When this happened, Uncle Frank 
forgot the confession. He pur up bleachers outside her cell 
and began selling tickets. 


IDENTIFYING CRIMINAL TYPES. 

There are certain tell-tale signs by which the trained 
C.C.BI, man can distinguish the congenital Wrong-Doer. 
By merely observing the way a person wears his shoulder 
holster or jimmics open a window, Uncle Frank can tell 
immediately whether that person has criminal tendencies. 

By far the most accurate guide to sure-fire and immediate 
recognition of these types is the ear. Doctor Albert Schwine 
and Dr. O. Kitzenger spent years analyzing and correlating 
the relation of ear structure to personality traits, working 
in conjunction with the French Sureté, and they have evolved 
a number of excellent theories, all of which are identical 
with those evolved years previously by other Students of the 
Ear. I have their permission to illustrate here a few of the 
Standard Ear Types that indicate anti-social traits. (Fig, 2.) 


THE “STAKE OUT” 

Frequently in cracking a difficult case, the thorough In- 
vestigator will find ir necessary to keep a building or a 
suspicions person under surveillance for days, or even months, 
ata time. This is called a “Stake Out.” 

Unele Frank and Elton Parsons have had a Stake Our on 
a building at 412 Broad Street. (See G-6-2 on Diagram, 
Fig. 1.) For the past seven months they've kepr a close 
watch through the windows of this building noting what 
goes on inside. Hardly a night goes by but what one of them 
does not keep this building under surveillance, in spite of 
the repeated complaints of the occupant, Mrs. Agnes Sven- 
son, an attractive young widow.* 

This lonely, unexciting work is never mentioned in the 
—- but it is absolutely necessary in Modern Police 
work,

FINGERPRINTS 

More criminals have been trapped by their fingerprints 
than by any other facet of Scientific Investigation. Everyone 
has a distinct set of fingerprints and whenever you touch 
anything with a smooth surface, you leave an impression that 
the Trained Detective can remove and use as evidence. 

Here we have reproduced two typical sets of fingerprints 
from the CC.B.L. secret files. First we sce the official prints

MARKSMANSHIP 


The C.C.B.l, Staff make a point of following a rigid 
progress of preparedness by holding regular target practice 
every Friday night. At least they used to. Uncle Frank and 
Elton Parsons started out a year ago holding their target 
practice in an empty warehouse near the Big Ace Bar and 
Grill on the Beckley Road. They would draw a bull's eye 
with chalk on one of the walls and then stand back and 
shoor at it with the Sheriff's Shor Gun. However, they had 
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to discontinue the sessions after the fourth week when the 
ceiling fell on them and gave Elton a bad concussion. 

In spite of this horh Uncle Frank and Elton qualified for 
Marksman Ratings. During the four weeks they practiced 
neither of them missed che wall once. 


(BIG UNCLE MOVEMENT) 


Uncle Frank has always been a believer in stopping crime 
before it gets started by combatcing Juvenile Delinquency. 
Over 70% of juvenile delinquents in Clay Country are just 
kids, young kids, and these youngsters who are considered 
“wild” today are the same boys who in a few years will be 
prowling the streets, committing murder and arson, holding 
up banks and stealing things from cars (such as flannel 
shirts and sneakers—the sneakers, incidentally, had my initials 
princed in ink on the insole and were size 11. If you happen 
to have any knowledge of them, please contact me or the 
CCBL). 

In 1953 Uncle Frank and Elton Parsons began their pro- 
gram of assistance to teen-agers designed to show them that 
the Officers of the Law were their friends. They called it the 
BIG UNCLE MOVEMENT (B.U.M.). 

They had noticed that many Clay County youngsters were 
becoming delinquent and were cutting school and spending 
their time on street corners and in alleys shooting craps 
and playing Black Jack with greasy cards. They realized that 
this was nor a healthy environment and decided co do some- 
thing about it. They got a Real Estate Agent to donate an 
empty store on South Kanawha Street and cured it into a 
Club Room for the Boys where they could enjoy a more 
wholesome environment. 

At first the youngsters were hostile but Uncle Frank and 
Elton managed to win their confidence and within a month 
all of those so-called “tough kids” had stopped hanging 
around on street corners fat in alleys and were spending all 
of their time at their Club shooting craps and playing Black 
Jack on special tables that Uncle Frank had helped them 
build. 

This not only kept them out of mischief bur the House 
Cut provided Uncle Frank with a moderate income, pare 
of which he unselfishly used ro purchase new athletic equip- 
ment such as dice and plastic-coated cards for His Boys. 


CONCLUSION 


I trust that this exposé of the secret inside workings of 
the C.C.B.I. dissuade any of you who have thought of be- 
coming criminals from doing so. Remember—if you are 
guilty of Wrong-Doing you will be caught and have to pay 
the penalty. You will, if you Wrong-Do in Clay County any- 
way. 

I also hope thar this article will serve as a small tribute 
co all of the unsung heroes wichout uniform in the investi- 
gating game who protect you from harm. Sometimes I 
think thar these fearless men who make heroism a day-to- 
day business are typified by Uncle Frank, whose steely glance 
and shifty chin are known the length and breadth of Clay 
County. Whenever Uncle Frank comes into sight, wearing 
his usual plain clothes outfit, a badly fitting green flannel 
shirt and a pair of sneakers, he is always greeted by peaceful 
law abiding citizens with the same remark: “Whatta you 
want?” 

Uncle Frank never tells them. He may be a cop, but he's 
no stool pigeon.

And then it’s even more fun when 
some other Heroes come out on horse- 
back and stick the spears into the Bull 
and make him charge into the horses. 
When the ol’ Bull catches his horns un- 
derneath a horse, boy, it makes a fellow 
feel almost as manly as when the Bull 
finally gets his. 

Now unfortunately a loc of square 
North Americans don’t appreciate how 
artistic and uplifcing Bull Fighting is 
and so it's illegal in the United States. 
Of course we real aficionados can always 
drop around to a slaughter house when 
we're in Chicago and watch pigs and 
cows meeting their Hour of Truth, but 
there's no real spectacle to this as they 
rush them by, four a minute, on a chain 
hoist, and you don't have rime to watch 
them bleed. 

However I've long thought that we

Americans deserve to have an Art Form 
as keen as Bull Fighting and I've worked 
out one that is legal in this country. 
It's based on the same principle as Bull 
Fighting and has the same emotional 
thrills and color and excitement. 

It's called “Dog Kicking.” 

Of course, certain Wrong Thinkers 
and Trouble Makers have already ob- 
jecced to this Arce because of stupid 
prejudices. These people just don’t un- 
derstand the symbolisrn and formal 
drama of Dog Kicking, or the grace, 
technique and serenity of spirit chat are 


cee 

e Dogs that are to be Kicked are 
especially bred for this purpose, the ma- 
jority being Cocker Spaniels because 
they yelp louder and longer and are 
harmless. They're also pretty slow on 
their feer (when fattened up) which 
makes ic more difficult for them to ex- 
hibit cowardice by ducking, dodging or 
refusing to face their Hour of Truth: 
(La Stompa). 

The men who Kick the Dog (Schlob- 
beros) are chosen as carefully as the 
beasts. They must possess a rare nobil- 
ity of soul, unflinching courage and a 
burning desire, a fever in facr, to Kick 
Dogs. To be considered a true Artist, 
the Schlobhero must always abide by the 
traditional rules of the Kick. 

(1.) He must not wear cleats or hob- 
nails (unsportsman-like). 

(2.) He must nor use coarse lan- 
guage or expeccorate while in the Kick- 
ing Ring (Perrido).

The Kicking of each Brave Dog is 
divided into three periods called Tercios 
or Thirds. They are called: 

The Tercia de la Clobber. 

The Tercto de la Boot. 

The Tercio de la Stompa. 


The Tercio de la Clobber 


The Kick is begun when the Brave 
Dog is brought into the Perrsdo tied up 
in a gunny sack after being starved for 
three days. With the Dog still in the 
sack the Schlobbero opens the first 
Tercio by using the Vara. The Vara is a 
long drapery pole with a T-Bone steak 
tied ro one end, and the Schlobbero 
uses it to study and "feel out” his Op- 
ponent by executing Clobbers, A Clob- 
ber is a formal display of valor and 
bravery and consists mostly of the 
Schlobbero poking the butt end of the 
drapery pole at the sack until the Brave 
Dog is mystified. This can go on for 
some time, but twenty-five or thirty 
minutes is usually enough. 

Ac a signal from the Judge (usually 
a disbarred Scout Master) the Brave 
Dog is ler out of the sack and the 
Schlobbere, now using the T-Bone 
Steak end of the Vara maneuvers his 
Opponent into a Posicion Advantaga 
by exrending the pole horizontally and 
forcing the Brave Dog to turn toward 
the T-Bone, thereby leaving his hind-

Good 
Boot work is based upon balance and 
ankle-contro), not upon brute strength 
and when properly executed a Boot is a 
rare example of fluid beauty, a mag- 
nificently sculptured movement culmi- 
nating in the climactic and satisfying 
“Yelp” of the Brave Dog.

To accomplish this 
the Schlobbero faces

then forward in a splendid are so that 
the Zapatilla seems wo fasten itself magi- 
cally to the Brave Dog and lift it upward 
and outward. A series of Veronicas 
should be finished with a Rebolera, a 
daring maneuver in 
which the Schlob- 
bera turns his back 
on the Brave Dog 
anddeliversasneaky, 
buc graceful kick 
rearwards which 
should surprise the 
Brave Dog into an 
unusually brilliant “Yelp” (applause). 
In judging this difficult Boot, remember 


that the loudness of the “Yelp” is more 
important than the Trajectoria (dis- 
tance traveled vertically by Dog ) 


The Tercio de la Stompa. 


The Brave Dog has now been “slowed 
down" and is ready for the climax of 
the Kick, the la Stompa! The la Stompa 
is applied by the Schlobbere immediate- 
ly after the final series of Boots. Two 
basic la Stompas ate permitted. First 
and finest is the fa Stompa Natural. 
For this the Brave Dog must be ma- 
neuvered into charging (away from 

the Schlobbero), as 

aé, executing a la Stom- 

pa on a siting Dog 
is considered Bad 
Show and counts 
four honor points 
against the Schlob- 
hero. As the Brave 
Dog charges, the 
Schlobbero races after him, lifts himself 
into the air in a great leap (el leapo) 
and descends in an exciting curve (el 
curvo) and lands thusly: (cl cruncho). 
The second and equally magnificent Ja 
Stompa is la Stompa 
Ayuda do. Like the 
NaturaltheAyudado 
embodies a classic 
simplicity of move- 
menr, however the 
point of impact is 
akimbo and the 
Schlobbero lands 


thusly: The /a Stompas are extremely 


dangerous and breathtaking figures, and 
when successful, are always the signal 
for prolonged applause and hollering 
and drinking me fist-fighting in the 
audience. 


The Reward. 


This ends the Kick oa @ suaring note 
of triumphant drama, and if the Schlob- 
hero has proved himself both an Artist 
and a Brave Kicker the Judge will 
award him the Brave Dog's Rubber 
Bone, and if his performance has been 
particularly spectacular, perhaps even 
the collar and the leash. 

In the event that a Schlobbero is so 
inefficient and cowardly as to be unable 
to execute a successful fa Stompa within 
the time limit required (four hours), 
the Brave Dog is sent back to the Little 
Girl who raised it and the Schlobbero 
is taken to one side of the Perrido 
where a 275 pound Longshoreman, 
hired for this purpose, executes a 
couple /a Stompas on bim ( good show). 


Conclusion 


It should be remembered that Dog 
Kicking is not a sport bur a ritual, a 
tragic, symbolic drama in which man 
views himself at his most manliest and 
into which each spectator can read his 
own responses. I’m sure thar Mr. Hem- 
ingway and Mr. Lea will agree and be- 
come just as enthusiastic about Kicking 
as they are about Bull Fighting.

PRIZED RARITIES 


Hand printed stamps are rarest of all, like 
one at right made by an early-Hawaiian mis- 
sionary. He engraved design on a smooth rock 
and inked it with vegetable dyes. Then while 
holding a piece of paper with his left thumb 
on a flat rock on the ground, he brought the 
inked rock swiftly down removing his thumb 
at the last second.

1955 Federal Income Tax Forms. Perhaps you 
have already received your copy of this stimu- 
lating little pamphlet and are wondering what 
to do with it. 

If so, this article is for you! 


On the following pages in simple question and answer 
form, are directions to help you fill out your return in an 
casy and original way that avoids the pitfalls of difficult ter- 
minology and may enable you to win one of the BIG PRIZES 
—including up to five years free vacation at government 
expense ! CONTINUED ON NEXT PAGE 
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Should I file a return? 

Sometimes I am asked this question in slightly differ- 
ent form, such as “Why should I file a return?” or 
“How much is plane fare to Argentina?” These people, 
often very rich, are not entering into the spirit of the 
game. They are plain poor sports. Certainly you should 
file a return! File several returns! One man I helped 
last year, a Mr. D.J. of Kansas City, filed 37 returns 
and was one of the big prize winners in last year’s 
contest. 


Who can file? 

Unfortunately, not everyone can enter. (D.J., for 
example, will be ineligible until 1960.) The Federal 
Government has laid down very strict rules for con- 
testants. Briefly, in order to qualify, you must be: 

a) Either a citizen or a resident of the United 
States. No exceptions will be made to this rule, 
(Harsh as it may seem, this regulation is necessary 
to protect you against millions of entries from 
cheap foreign taxpayers. ) 

b) Either an adult or a minor—i.e., a non-adult. 
( This looks air-tight, but isn’t. Last year tax people 
had a lot of trouble with a Mr. J. Fred Gluggs— 
or Suggs—who filed as an adult chimpanzee. ) 

c) An adult or minor citizen or resident who had 
either $600 or more gross income ($1200 if 65 
years of age or older) in 1955 or, if tax was with- 
held, whose income was less than $600 if less than 
65 years of age or less than $1200 otherwise, unless 
a married person with less income than his (her) 
own personal exemptions with the exception of 
those who are self-employed, whichever is lower. 
(After reading this rule, many taxpayers have 
been known to burst into tears. There is no cause 
for alarm, however. The meaning of the rule is 
perfectly clear if we just take an example. Suppose 
you are a minor less than 65 years of age... . No, 
that’s not right. Suppose you are 65 years of age 
earning less than a minor.... What the rule 
means is that if you are a minor citizen less than 
$1200 of age, excepting exemptions of $600 for 
self-employed, with an income less than his (her), 
(your?) own personal exceptions if tax was with- 
held in 1955? Naturally, you would! A point like 

* that only seems difficult until we approach it with 

common sense. ) 

So much for the qualifications. Any questions... . 
Good! All those who are cligible to pay taxes should file 
a return on the official entry blank. These blanks can be 
obtained absolutely free from any bank or post-oflice— 
or from your friendly neighborhood Internal Revenue 


Officer, Just ask for Form 1040.* 


How do/ fill in form 1040? 

Many taxpayers look upon the task of filling in their 
Form 1040 as a chore requiring hours of difficult math- 
ematical calculations. Nothing could be farther from 
*NOTE:; Taxpayers are warned to be on the lookout for counter- 
feit Forms. Last year, a certain Mr. D.J. distributed several 
thousand bogus forms instructing taxpayers to make their checks 


payable to him, care of an address in Kansas City. This is sharp 
practice, and possibly illegal. 
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Income Tox 


the truth! Certainly there are questions here about “in- 
come” and “profit,” but these are only part of the story 
—and perhaps not the most important part at that, 
Rather, we should look upon Form 1040 as a kind of 
capsule biography in which we set down all the good 
things that have happened to us in the past year—yes, 
and even some of the bad things too. It's the little per- 
sonal touches that make us interesting to the judges 
down in Washington. Originality counts. 

For example, the very first blank is labelled “Name.” 
Most so-called tax “authorities” suggest “John Doe,” 
or “Richard Roe’—safe but stale. This year, why not 
try for something more startling —“ John (‘Nature Boy’ ) 
Doe,” or “Richard Roe, (alias ‘fingers’ Malone)” ? 
Names likethese are sure-fire attention getters and prac- 
tically guarantee that your entry will receive special 
consideration.* 

Two lines down, the space for “Occupation” gives 
you a chance to sock home another hook with real 
“reader interest.’ Don’t risk yawns with “shoe clerk,” 
or “bookkeeper” when more exciting occupations are 
ready at hand. Recommended are: “Fence,” “Buf- 
foon,” “Wealthy Socialite,” and “‘Russian Spy.” 

The rest of page one consists of questions on Exemp- 
tions, Income and the Magic Formula for finding the 
amount of Tax Due (ugh!) or Refund (Goody!), Fol- 
lowing our familiar question and answer method, let 
us plunge in without hesitation. 

Wha — —? 

What are exemptions? A very good question, indeed ! 
Your government has made a very careful study of 
what it actually costs you each year for food, clothing, 
rent, medical and doctor's fees, and other luxuries. Al- 
lowing for emergencies, they figure $600 ought to cover 
it (Hah!) and let you knock that much off your in- 
come. Under certain circumstances, you may also claim 
exemptions for Wives, Children, Grandparents, Grand- 
children, In-Laws and Very Close Friends (hoo hoo 
hooooo!). In legal terms, these people are defined as 
“Free Loaders,” and are worth $600 a head. A handy 
method for determining total number of exemptions is 
as follows: 

1 Ib. dried maccaroni 

1 qt. boiling water 

1 dozen meatballs 

(cooked separately ) 

2 cups tomato ketchup 
Add grated cheese to taste and serve one helping all 
around. Then subtract leftover meatballs from Base 
Figure (12 meatballs) and multiply remainder by 
$600. Enter this sum on line 4, page 2. 
Must | report income? 

Yes and no—the law is very definite on this. Income 
includes wages, salaries, bonuses, profits, commissions, 
tips, gambling pay-offs, kickbacks and graft. Make a 
careful accounting of all,such sums received. Then 
make a separate total of income paid to you in the form 
of traceable checks or money orders. Thissmaller figure

Are you sure this is legal? 


Now that you have added up your Exemptions and 
decided how much Income to report, you are ready to 
figure the amount of your Tax. In order to do this prop- 
erly, all figures must be checked and double-checked 
for absolute accuracy. While an honest mistake may 
sometimes be made, experience has shown that best 
results are obtained from a careful use of Itemized De- 
ductions. Let us look at an actual example. 

Marvin K. is a candy store operator with an income 
of $100 per week —yet he owns a comfortable $50,000 
house and spends cvery winter in Florida. How does 
he do it? Itemized Deductions! As a small businessman, 
Marvin K. is allowed deductions for “Cost of fidelity 
bonds,” ‘Expenses incurred in working on unsaleable 


like “Tax Table for Persons with Income Under $5,000 
Not Computing on Page 2,” and “Single Taxpayers 
Who Do Not Qualify For Rates in Tables II and ITI, 
and (B) Married Persons Filing Separate Returns.” 

Do not use these tables! 

‘They were drawn up by the government to fit certain 
imaginary cascs and do not fit the tax problems of any 
actual person. You may think you have found the 
“easy” way—but the government will know that you're 
cheating. 

Nevertheless, certain “aids” do exist to lighten the 
burden. In my long years of tax counselling I have 
worked out a special chart of what I call “Magic Fig- 
ures” which I find invaluable in solving difficult tax 
problems. Naturally, in a brief magazine article like 
this there isn’t space to explore this complex subject 
fully. Instead I can only give you a short list of those 
figures which I find most useful in my own thinking.*

The book we are reviewing here 
was written by a mid-western business 
man and amateur hypnotist named 
Borey Mernstein.

A SIMPLE OUTLINE OF HOW TO SCORE IN BOWLING... 


CH Te Dea REN LAS So 


Scoring is o fascinating and enjoyable port of the game of bowling. If 
you know how to score, you are indeed fortunate, mainly because scoring 
gives you a chance to sit dawn. Here, then, is a brief simple outline of 
how to keep score. To make it even simpler, we hove supplied a typical 
score (above) which you can follow while learning. Ready? Then here goes... 

A qame of bowling consists of ten innings, or frames. There are ten pins 
set up foreach frame, and you have two balls, or chances to knock os many 
of them down as you can. If you knock down, say, seven pins with your two 
balls in the first frome, you put a seven in the first frame’s big box. 
No, the little box is not for the score the midgets bowling in the next 
alley make, the little box is in case you make a spare or a strike. If you 
knock down all ten pins with your two balls, that is a spare. If you 
knock down all ten pins with your first ball, that is o strike. 1f you make 
@ spare, you don’t put anything down in the big box, you put a spare 
sign in the little box. This gives you ten pins plus the amount of pins 
you knock down with your next boll, If you get a strike, you put a 
strike sign in the little box, and this gives you ten pins plus the amount 
of pins you knock down with your next two halls. Thus, if you get a spare 
in the first frame, and you knock down eight pins with the first ball in 
the second frame, you con see that you get eighteen in the first frame. If 
you get a strike in the first frame and knock down nine pins with both 
halls in the second frame, you can see that you get nineteen in the first 
frame and nine more in the second frame, for a total of twenty-eight. 


However, if you get ten pins with bott balls in the second frome, you cur 
see that this gives you twenty points in the first frame and o spare sign in 
the second frame, which means that in the second frome, you'll add ten 
points to the twenty in the first frame plus the amount of pins you knock 
down with the first ball in the third frame, Now, if you get o strike with the 
first ball in the second frame, and you already had a strike in the first 
frame, then you can’t put anything down in-the first frame because, as you 
can see, you still have another ball.coming which won’t be rolled till the 
third frome. Thus, the pins you knock down with that first ball In the third 
frame will be added to the ten pins you knocked down with the strike ball 
in the second frame, ond all that will be added to the ten pins you knocked 
down with the strike ball in the first frame to give you your first frame’s 
score. Then, the pins you knock down with the second ball you roll in 
the third frame will be added to the pins you knocked down with the 
first boll in the third frame, and that will be added to the ten pins you 
knocked down with the strike ball in the second frame which will be 
added to the score in the first frame to give you the score in the second 
frame. Now, if you happen fo get a strike with the first ball you roll in 
the third frome, then you still owe one more ball to the second frame which 
won'‘t be rolled till the fourth frame, and which will be the first of the 
two you owe fo the third frame, and. . . 

Well, os you can see, when it comes to scoring, here is one place where 
you can get rid of plenty pent-up hostility.

TIE YOUR OWN FLIES 


TYING your own flies can be an enjoy 
able and profitable pastime on those 
long evenings between seasons when 
you can't get out there and kill fish. 
Even the less-skilled can quickly learn 
to tie flies. Just make sure the various 
colored silk threads you use will be 
able to withstand abuse, as those flies 
kick up quite a storm when you get 
them tied down and you begin pulling 
their wings off. 


FLUSHING QUAIL 


FLUSHING quail is always a touchy 
task for the blast-happy bird hunter, 
especially when he goes over the legal 
limit and stands a chance of being 
caught because the Game Warden is 
at the front door. If feathers are pluck- 
ed promptly upon arriving home, quail 
ean be easily flushed, since absence of 
feathers allows them to slip down water 
closet without blocking. 


CHECK THAT BORE 


BORE trouble ean be a serious prob- 
lem for hunters. Bad aim and a missed 
deer are often the results. If you're out 
in the woods with a hunting party, 
and you're unlucky enough to develop 
bore trouble, nip the problem in the 
bud. Grab your rifle and shoot him 
before he ruins the whole trip. 


KEEPING WORMS 


EXCELLENT results can be obtained 
if you keep those big, fat, juicy night 
crawlers in the refrigerator until the 
little woman lets you go fishing again.

From the fabled labyrinths of “The Purple Grotto”, 
Al ‘Jazzbo’ Collins’ cool, chimerical kingdom deep 
beneath the sidewalks of New York, comes this next 
informative article which answers our question... 


WHAT'S ALL THIS 


The other day, your impulsive editors suddenly decided to do 
an article on Jazz. We suddenly decided to do this article on 
Jazz because we knew absolutely nothing about the subject, 
and we figured since we can't get much loot on this job, the 
least we can get is an education, So, since we wanted this 
article to be informative, since we wanted this article to 
be authoritative, and mainly since we wanted this ar- 
ticle, we decided to seek out the help of one of America's 
foremost authorities on the subject of Jazz, Mr. Al “Jazzbo" 
Collins. (We got this article because we promised to say nice 
things like the above abour Mr. Collins.) And so, the other 
day, according to explicit directions given us over the rele- 
phone, your editors slipped down a certain manhole in an 
alley behind the N.B.C. building, boarded an old hand-car 
which was waiting, and pumped our way over what seemed 
like miles of abandoned subway tracks to that mysteriously 
glowing cavern deep below the ceeming streets of New York 
known as “The Purple Grotto”. There, sitting at a round 
table, (There are no square tables in the Grotto! ) waited our 
host, the Grorto's owner and operator, Al “Jazzbo” Collins .. . 
who is one of America’s foremost authorities on Jazz. (Well, 
we promised! ) On the following pages is a transcript of the 
exclusive and informative interview we had with Mr. Collins 

that is, what we could hear, above the blare of Shorty 
Rogers and his Giants’ latest LP, “Martians, Come Back!”

JAZZBO: Welcome to the Purpie Grotto, Cats: 

US: Mr. Collins, we're frome MAD Magazine. 

JAZZBO: Crazy, man! 

US: Ob, is that Jazz talk? 

JAZZBO: No man..chat’s an opiaion! 

US: Mr. Collins, we have a few questions we'd like to 
ask you,..on the subject of jazz. 

JAZZBO: Pull up a purple mushroom and fire away, man. 
US: Well, first. we're a little confused about what Jaxz 
veally is. Could you explain it to us? 

JAZZBO. Well, man..Jazz can be likened co the rouce you 
take when you po home from school..or work. Only, instead 
of taking the same road home and passing the same fire 
hydrant and the same stores and the same holes in the road, 
which gets monoronous after a while, you..Jike, take a drfler- 
eat route home...and you go around a side street and you see 
a different house, Now, you're sed? on your way home... you're 
going in the general direction..but you're not passing the 
same exact spot at the same exact time every night. See! So 
if you vary the roure every time you go home, it’s not a bore 
to you, And that’s what they do to the cheme when rhey play 
Jazz. They take a cune like Stardust or How High The Moon, 
and each musician tries a differenc route when he plays it, 
US: Jazz is a Rind of musical Utopia, then?

US: In other words, Jazz is freedom... 

JAZZBO: Yeah.uthac’s right. That’s why it’s scricdly an 
American art form. And it's done a sot ra promare America 
throughout the world. You know? | mean, Dizzy Gillespie 
wenr ro Pakistan... 

US: Do they really appreciate Jazz over there? 

JAZZBO; Oh, yeah..yeah.ahey chink it’s the grearese. Louis 
Armstrong was telling me..in Paris!..Oh, man! Aad over in 
Sweden and Denmark and all those countries, they know 
every recard and every musician that’s been on American 
records, And they're a loc more podize ro Jazz musicians over 
there than they are here. They consider chem ceally arrisrs, 
you know? Over here, everybody's got a rcal warped idea 
about Jazz musicians! 

US: Then you would say that Jazz... 

JAZZRO; In acher words, Jazz is literally a variation on a 
theme. Like, if you've been sitting around with a panel of 
guys for eventy or thirty years, and you've all been talking 
abour the same thing over and over, and suddenly one of 
them stands up and says something different about it. You 
say, “WOW! How abuut ¢hes cat?” You know? Finully, after 
twenry years, somebody gets up and utrers a men statement! 
And éifls everybody! And ehat's whac Charlie Parker did 


FINALLY somebody gets up, utters o new statement, and kills everybody! 
ie ars al : sestiie : — 
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when he created new things with his saxophone. He made 
new statements about subjects thar had been discussed so 
much, they were ready to be put back into the ground! 

US: Just exactly what did Mr. Parker do? 

JAZ7BO: Well, you'll have ro listen to his records ro find 
thac out. Man, he was talking in hieroglyphics! Modern hier- 
oglyphics! He took an instrument that everybody thought 
they knew up and down, and he played ir like it was some- 
thing different! And that goes for orchestras too, as well as 
musicians. Like rhose Dixieland bands, you know...when they 
first came out of the South? Boy, they were taking those 
instruments, and they were playing something else beside 
what was being heard! 

US: When a Jazz musician takes off on an improvising 
kick, does he ever feel obliged to get back tothe melody? 
JAZZBO: Er...yeah, I think he does, Of coursc...you sce, that's 
a question that’s sort of funny, Because a Jazz musician... 
US; Well, do they really care about the melody? 
JAZZBO: Oh, they do care about the melody, man. That's 
the most important thing. And that’s the most common falla- 
cy about Jazz. People say, “Where's the melody?” Well, it's 
there! Only you don’t recognize it! 

US: Well, is that the art? To camouflage it? 

JAZZBO: No...it's not camouflaging! It’s embellishment! 
US: Like icing on a cake? The cake's still underneath? 
JAZZBO: Yeah! And not only that! Ie tastes better! 


JUST A COUPLE HOURS LISTENING...and you'll understand what's going on. 


DIXIELAND BANDS PLAYED SOMETHING ELSE... beside what was being heard. 


US: Well, would you say Jazz ts like Creamed Chicken? 
Only you have ta have adivining rod to find the chicken? 
JAZZBO: I'll tell you...I’ve heard so many jokes about Jazz 
that I'm weary of them. See? And you guys can say all you 
wanr, you know, abour the difficulty of finding the theme. But 
I state that it is very easy to find it. It just takes a liccle listen 
ing. Just a couple of hours. And then you'll understand some 
of the secrets of what's going on! And, boy, when you do, it’s 
berter than finding a new Chinese restaurant! 
US: Sounds thrilling. 
JAZZBO: The main idea I'd like to get across is chat Jazz 
musicians...1 mean, these guys...they have ideas. They like to 
play “way out” ideas, you know. They try to get some new 
sounds..some new creations. Just like a silversmith who 
works with all different materials, you know, and tries to im- 
prove brass and gold and all that, and tries to make some- 
thing that nobody's ever seen before. That's whar they do 
with these instruments. They're building...they're really con- 
structing. They're doing all these real material things in a 
sort of etherial way. 
US: Like an alchemist? 
JAZZBO: Yeah, like an alchemist, That's right! 
US; Purple Gold? Is that what they're making? 
JAZZBO: That's right! Purple Gold!

JAZZBO: That's Jukes, the chameleon. She's full-grown. 
US: Oh, it’s a'Miss'? We didn't know. 

JAZZBO: Neither did we..till she sold us. Jukes likes to 
run around the turntable when it's going 78 rpm 

US: Aren't those type records practically dead, now? 
JAZZBO: We got enough here. This whole wall’s full of ‘em. 
US: W bere'd she come from? 

JAZZBO: Jukes? Oh...somebody sent her to me in a box that 
was many colored on the inside and silver on the outside. 
It's called a Juke’s box. That's it there. She still sleeps in it.

outside of a couple of motorcycle posters. 

US: Jazzbo, what would be your advice to someone who 
is broadminded enough to want to start to follow Jazz? 
Who should they listen to? What records should they 
collect? 

JAZZBO: Well, they should get some Count Basie records... 
some Benny Goodman records...some Louie Armstrong rec- 
ords...some Anita O'Day records...Ella Fitzgerald..Art Van 
Dam...Dave Brubeck...George Shearing..some of Mel Tor- 
me's latest stuff...Charlie Parker..Stan Kenton...Woody Her- 
man...Ruby Braff...Chico Hamilton,..Shorty Rogers...and lis- 
ten co those. 

US: What's your advice to someone who brings home 
those records and starts playing them, and Pop or Mom 
starts raising the roof?

JAZZBO: Well..1 don't think anybody's going to have any 
problem if he brings home the proper records and gcts his 
family hooked into listening to them.

JAZZBO: Well, you ask your Mother to explain the record. 
Like..you say, ‘There's something unusual going on here, 
Ma...and I'd wish you'd listen to it,’ And she listens, And she 
says, There's nothing unusual about that. And you say, Well, 
can't you hear chat?..See?’ And you play it again. And by 
that time, man...she’s hooked! 


US: And that's how you get her to latch on to Jazz, eh? x 


JAZZBO: ‘Pick up’ is the phrase now. ‘Latch on’ nobody says 
that anymore. 

US: What are some more of the latest Jazz expressions? 
JAZZBO; They're all pretty much the same like they've 
been. I'll tell you, it’s nor so much the expressions as the way 
in which they're said or used.

from “Rags to Riches” 


Now they’re helping others do the same

LBERT DORNE was a kid of the slums 

who loved to draw. Before he was 13, 
he had to quit school to support his family. 
Although. he worked 12 hours a day—he 
managed to study art at homc in “sparc 
time." Soon people were willing to pay 
good money for his drawings. At 22 he was 
earning $500 a week as a commercial art- 
ist. He rose higher and higher to become 
probably the most fabulous money-maker 
in the history of advertising art 


Dorne’s “rags to riches” story is uot 
unique. Norman Rockwell left school at 
15. Stevan Dohanos, famous cover artist, 
drove a truck before turning to art. Harold 
Von Schmidt was an orphan at 5. Robert 
Faweett, the “illustrators’ illustrator,” left 
échool at 14. Austin Briggs, who once 
couldn't afford a cold-water flat, now lives 
in a magnificent home over 100 feet long. 


A plan to help others: Nearly ten years 
ago, these men gathered in Dorne's luxuri- 
ous New York studio for a fateful meet- 
ing. With them were six other equally fa- 
mous artists—Al Parker, Jon Whitcomb, 
Fred Ludekens, Ben Stahl, Peter Helck, 
John Atherton. Almost all had similar 
“rags to riches” backgrounds. 


Dorne outlined to them a problem and 
a plan, He pointed out that artists were 
needed all over the country. And thousands 
of men and women wanted very much to 
become artists. What these people needed 
most was a convenient and effective way 
to master the trade secrets and profes- 
sional know-how that 
the famous artists 
themselves had learned 
only by long, successful 
experience. “Why can't 
we," asked Dorne, “de- 
velop some way to 
bring this kind of top- 
drawer art training to 
anyone with talent...no 
matter where they live 
or what their personal 
schedules may be?" 


The idea met with great enthusiasm. In 
fact, the twelve famous artists quickly 
buckled down to work—taking time off 
from their busy careers. Looking for a 
way to explain drawing techniques to slu- 
dents who would be thousands of miles 
uway, they Lurned to the war-born meth- 
ods of modern visual training. What bet- 
ter way could you teach the art of making

pictures, they reasoned, than through pic- 
tures? They made over 5,000 drawings spe- 
cially for the school’s magnificent home 
study lessons. And after they hud covered 
the fundamentals of art, each man cun- 
tributed to the course his own special 
“hallmark” of greatness. For example, 
Norman Rockwell devised a simple way to 
explain characterization and the secrets 
of color. Jon Whitcomb showed how to 
draw the “glamour girls" for which he is 
world-famous. Dorne showed step-by-step 
ways to achieve animation and humor. 


Finally, the men spent three years work- 
ing out a revolutionary, new way to cor- 
rect a student's work. For each drawing 
the student sent in, he would receive along 
personal letter of criticism and advice. 
Along with the letter, on a transparent 
“overlay,” the instructor would actually 
draw, in detail, nis correc- 


tions of the student's work. 
Thus there could be no 
misunderstanding. And 


the student would have a 
permanent record to refer 
to as often as he liked. 


School is launched; stu- 
dents quickly succeed. The 
Famous Artists Schools 
(whose classrooms are 
the students’ own homes 
and whose faculty is the 
most fabulous ever assem- 
bled in he education) 
now has 5,000 active stu- e, | 
dents in 32 countries. The ad 
famous artists who 
Started the school as a 
labor of love still own it, 
run it, and are fercely 
proud of what it has done 
for its students.

“I'm firmly convinced,” Dorne goes on, 
“that many men and women are missing 
an exciting career in art simply because 
they hesitate to think that they have tal- 
ent. Many of them do have talent. These 
are the people we want to train for suc- 
cess in art... if we can only find them.”

Glass and Steel 


FAMOUS AUTOMOBILE CRASHES: 
Vol. 1, Sounds of the most spectacular 
automobile crashes of the past 10 
years, Pleasure Time Records, XM- 
95 MPH, $4.98 


THE LATE Heinrich Baffle, who collected 
the material for this recording, was a 
High Fidelity perfectionist to the end. At 
the time af his death, caused by being 
caught in the middle of a head-on col- 
lision on the Lincoln Highway, Baffle 
was engaged in the preparation of Vol- 
ume 2 of this fine series, 

Of the 24 crashes recorded here, one 
that especially lends itself to re-hearing 
is a 9-car bumper-to-bumper mishap 
taped on the icy Merritt Parkway during 
a sleet storm. The lows of sccel meeting 
steel provide @ startling contrast to the 
highs of the motorists’ screams. 

Most spectacular of all the sounds on 
this record is the band labeled “Flying 
Fragments”. For this one, Baffle stationed 
himself in the rock-strewn riverbed, 500 
feet below notorious “Hairpin Turn” just 
outside East Gap, Colorado. Nothing is 
missing here. The high-cycled sounds of 
Shattering glass, the middle-range shock 
waves of chrome and metal hitting stone, 
and the unbelievable low-cycled explo- 
sion when the fire reaches the gas tank 
... are all faithfully recorded in a tech- 
nically perfect masterpiece. 

Here indeed, is a High-Fidelity record 
designed for many hours of pleasant Hi- 
Fi listening.

HEARING BEETHOVEN rendered on the solo 
kazoo makes us wonder if the composer 
really didn't have this instrument in mind 
when he wrote his masterpiece. As per- 
formed by Mr. Linseed, the symphony 
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reaches new heights in intensity and 
power, especially during the finale. At 
that point, Mr. Linseed, who is the only 
kazoo player in the world with a forked 
tongue, nearly shatrers the speaker with 
his magnificent crescendo. The disinte- 
gration of his wax paper ends the record 
in a High-Fidclity coup.

TO MAKE this record, Hamilton Purge 
lived in an anthill for seven months, 
waiting for his chance. “Battle of the 
Ants” is a thrilling, step-by-step narra- 
tive in High-Fidelity sound of a bloody 
war between two ant armies over a lousy 
marshmallow. Purge’s technical genius 
has managed to capture all of the mar- 
velous sounds of the conflict . . . the in- 
sects’ call to battle, the shouts of hand-to- 
hand combat, the cries of victory, and 
Purge’s own scrcams when his right fore- 
aum is used as aiminefield. 

For devotees of wildlife sounds, this 
record set will make a worthy addition to 
your Hi-Fi library. Also recommended 
are the other offerings in the Sounds of 
Nature Series: “Mating Calls of the 
Seven Year Locusts", and “The Birth of 
a Water Beetle”.

NO ONE knows very much about Fricd- 
rich Schnook (170?-1?), the German 
composer who died at the age of seven. 
We do know that what might have been 
an impressive career was tragically cut 
short when the young genius accidentally 
strangled in the strings of his harp. In any 
case, his concerto for Kettledrum and Tri- 
angle, written when Schnook was six, is 
a minor masterpiece. 

Fortunately for all Schnook lovers, 
there are 16 versions of this concerto now 
on records. This latest offering is by far 
the most impressive, and certainly the 
most complete. Wisely, the performers 
have not omitted Schnook's famous, but 
rarely played Elbow Variation in the 
third movement. This consists of the solo- 
ist striking his kecledrums for 15 min- 
utes with his right elbow, and 10 min- 
utes with his left. 

This variation will be of particular 
interest to High Fidelity fans, as the solo- 
ist in this performance misses the kertle- 
drum during the 17th minute, and knocks 
over the podium.

HOW TO PLAY 


1. THE GRIP 


It was either Walter Hagen or Louise Suggs 
who was first credited with saying, ‘You 
cannot play the game of golf without you 
hold the club!’’ Such a statement shows the 
tremendous insight of a veteran pro like 
Walter (unless it was Louise). The hands 
are generally considered the best portion 
of the human anatomy to use in grasping 
the club. The grip should not be too tight, 
but should be about the same consistency 
as one would use in clutching a dead trout. 
Holding the club like a billiard cue is no 
longer considered good form in playing golf. 


WRONG RIGHT 


3. CHOOSING YOUR CLUBS 


It is a good rule of thumb to select 
clubs that will reach from where you 
are to the ground, Many otherwise 
brilliant rounds of golf have been 
ruined by the improper use of clubs, 
which cause the golfer to play from 
four to five inches above the course. 
Tournament players have been known 
to carry as many as fourteen clubs 
In their bags. But the beginner can 
get by satistactorily with a mashie, 
a niblick, a cleeker, two gimmerts, 
a hoblong, a glugger, and a goober: 


It should always be remembered that 
in getting the ball from the tee to 
the green, the best route to follow 
is down the middle of the fairway. 
And no one knows this better than 
Phil ‘Porky’ Pitnash, who recalis 
this incident which took place in 
the 1935 National Open: "| was on 
the dog-leg 16th at Medinah, and | 
hooked my tee shot into the woods. 
| pitched to the green in one, two- 
putted for a par four, and then | 
- forgot about the incident entirely!” 


WRONG 
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The question most often 
asked by the beginning 
golfer is, “Where shail 
| place my feet?" After 
many years of experience, 
| am convinced that the 
best results are achieved 
by leaving them on the 
ground...the soles down- 
ward. The feet should not 
be moved, except when one 
is pursuing the ball down 
the fairway between shots. 


A great deal has been written 
on playing your ball trom a 
sand trap. Perhaps the best 
advice to beginners was voiced 
by Cary Pitnew in his popular 
book “Golf is for Clods." 
Cary, three-time loser of the 
British) Open wrote: “You hit 
the ball into a sand trap and 
where are you? | mean, only a 
jerk hits his ball into a sand 
trap. | mean. you gotta be a 
jerk to do that. Am | right?’

8. KEEPING SCORE 


The secret of making a good golf 
score lies almost completely in 
the use of poor addition. Forget- 
ing to carry numbers from one 
column to another produces excel- 
lent results. Some golfers report 
satisfaction with the system of 
adding the strokes on even holes 
and then subtracting the strokes 
on odd holes. But much of this 
tedious work can be taken off the 
shoulders of the beginning golfer 
by hiring a good dishonest caddie. 


Most beginners soon come to the 
realization, after a few rounds, 
that golf is one miserable game. 
Giving it up is easier than you 
think. Many former golfers find 
that drinking takes their minds 
off the game. for others, gam- 
bling provides a new outlel for 
that competitive spirit. Sileep- 
ing late is also a good substi- 
tute. Or beating up your wife. 
Clubs can be sold, or used as 
attractive fireplace andirons

9. WINTER PRACTICE 


The secret of successful putting 
lies in playing the natural roll 
of the green. It is a fact that 
the only flat greens the golfer 
will encounter are the ones that 
are flat. The remainder are not 
These are best played by bearing 
in mind the Freen putt-formula: 
Cc’ x R* + L = 287%, where C 
stands for the golfers height, 
R is the angle of the green in 
degrees, and L is the distance 
in inches to the clubhouse bar. 


In golf, as in anything else, only 
practice makes perfect. Contrary to 
the belief of many beginners, only 
a limited space is needed to iron 
out the kinks in your game. Work 
regularly on maintaining a casual 
expression while you kick the ball 
for a better lie. Tee off in your 
tile bathroom for practice in duck- 
ing the other fellows’ shots. Pre- 
tend your dog is the pin and fire 
chip shots at him. And in whatever 
you undertake, cheat—cheat—cheat!

HE chief native porter of our little 

safari rushed up to my late wife and

“Bwana and Mrs. Bwana,” he be- 
gan eagerly, “After leaving your comfortable 
home in Davenport, Iowa, only two days 
after your marriage, and sailing to the port 
of Dakar aboard a freighter of Panamanian 
registry, you have trekked across 1,800 miles 
of veldt, jungle, gumba and krudd to come 
within sight of the storied Mountains of the 
Moon. You are also two weeks behind in my 
pay!” 

My late wife smiled the half-smile that has 
won us friends from Mombassa on the coast 
to the mud-walled native capital of K’kd- 
na’a, and slammed our chief porter across 
the side of the head with her rifle butt. I ad- 
mired Eyclyn’s enthusiasm, which was 
clearly visible that morning under her tight 
fitting gumbamba. The porter lay whimper- 
ing on the ground and I tossed him a copper 
w wmmba‘a for his troubles.

But I halted her with a warning gesture that 
sent her sprawling. 


Far up the trail, | could make out the 
form of a tall princely Buktuktu, his k’kkkaty 
glistening in the sunlight. Obviously, the 
Jdu-Jdu drums had heralded our arrival 
and he was a royal welcoming committee. 

He came forward with a smile that dis- 
closed the sharply filed teeth of the Gwa- 
n'mbmba aristocracy. He bowed low, show- 
ing us his wumbt'tu, and I shielded Evelyn 
from the sight as best I could.

We exchanged k’kash wordlessly and then 
Evelyn stepped forward and asked in Swa- 
hili, “What I want to know, and I want you 
to give me a straight answer to, is—I mean- 
you know—I want the straight poop.

Our princely guest bowed low again, 
flashing the pointed tooth smile I had no- 
ticed two paragraphs above.

Roto-Polishers Granted Many 
Benefits in New Contract With 
North American Veeblefetzer Co.

M* Eihu Sternwallow, President of North American 
Veehlefetzer, has announced the signing of a new 
Union Contract which, Mr. Sternwallow pointed out, will 
provide numerous benefits for some three Roto-Polishers 
employed in the “hashing” room of the Akron Plant in 
Furdsville. The men are represented by The International 
Brotherhood of Valve-Lifters, Grease-Sloppers and Logan- 
berry-Pickers, Local No. 528. 

Under terms of the new agreement, which Mr. Stern- 
wallow described as the most liberal ever signed in the 
Veeblefetzer Industry, the men are insured against on-the- 
job accidents between 2 and 4 A.M. Mr. Sternwallow an- 
nounced that the Roto-Polishers will not be charged for 
the extra accounting work involved in deducting the Insur- 
ance Premiums from their pay. 

The beneficial new contract also provides for the men to 
receive Half-Pay for Christmas Day, even though they are 
not required to wark when Christmas falls on a Week-End. 
Also, they will no longer be docked for time lost in going 
to and from the drinking fountain, Just for the time actually 
spent drinking. 

Mr. Sternwallow also granted the Union a contract- 
clause which pledges that North American Veeblefetzer 
will show no favoritism in the matter of Lay-Offs. In the 
future, all Roto-Polishers will be laid off at the same time. 

Other fringe benefits of the new agreement provide for: 
(1) The company will no longer seek to make a profit in 
charging the men for the machines they break; (2) Roto- 
Polishers overcome by Ammonia fumes on the job will no 
longer be subject to disciplinary action; and (8) Fees for 
using the company parking lot will only be deducted from 
the pay of those men who actually drive their cars to work.

Nearly-complete figures for 1958 
tell an appalling story involving the 
rising accident rate at North Ameri- 
can Veeblefetzer. At least 257 employ- 
ees were injured seriously enough to 
require hospitalization during the past 
12-month period. In many of these ac- 
cidents, employees had portions of their 
anatomy caught in the machinery, ne- 
cessitating clostly production slow- 
downs while they were extrieated. In 
a few cases, the machines were actually 
damaged and even broken, 

Naturally, no firm attempting to re- 
turn a fair profit to its investors can 
tolerate the degree of clumsiness dis- 
played by North American employees 
in the year just ending.

THE STORY BEHIND 


THE PAINTING. ::77 
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INeuman 


AN 


Aterecut Von NeuMAN was only 14 
when he painted the above masterpiece: 
“Self-Portrait of a Hot Shot Artist.” But 
already, his sloppy brushwork, his mud- 
dy colors and his lack of perspective 
were Obvious. Even at 14, it was obvious 
that Von Neuman was destined to be a 
lousy painter. 

He was born in Garstenpfluger- 
Partminklachter, Germany, c. 1412, the 
third son in a family of five children, all 
the rest of which were girls. Little is 
known of his father, which is probably 
just as well. We do know, however, that 
Albrecht was apprenticed to a candle- 
smith at the age of eight, and that he 
soon became known as the best tallow 
dipper west of Essen. In fact, his appren- 
ticeship was not yet over when he was 
allowed to assume the duties of a jour- 
neyman wick-snipper. 
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ITCH TO PAINT THAT HAD TO BE 


Journals of the day tell how he be- 
came a favorite of the candlesmith to 
whom he was apprenticed. A big, jovial 
man named either Pfeiffer or Raunch, he 
was fond of dealing young Albrecht rab- 
bit punches to the back of the neck and 
crying out, “Du bist ein dumkopf, Al- 
brecht.” 

Despite his success in the candlery, 
Von Neuman’s real interest was in Art. 
Art, however, had too many other things 
on his mind to be interested in Von Neu- 
man, So at the age of 12, young Albrecht 
took up painting instead. 

At the outset, he sensed that he had 
a real flair for portraiture, but lacked 
the funds to hire a model. The few who 
volunteered their services free soon 
changed their minds when they wit- 
nessed his leer as he told them that he 
wanted to paint them in the nude. 


SCRATCHED 


Thus, with no model available, he 
was forced, instead, to paint Jandscapes 
in the nude, He was arrested several 
times for doing this, and, finally, in a fit 
of depression, he painted his self-por- 
trait that appears on this page. 

Though he painted some 500 pic- 
tures in later life, the self-portrait re- 
mains his worst effort. The original now 
hangs in a grain silo near Vermillion, 
South Dakota. ; 

Von Neuman had the singular honor 
of being the only painter of his period 
to be ignored by both the Grand Doge 
of Venice and the Duke of Antwerp. He 
accepted this social slight philosophi- 
cally, by killing himself in 1467.
